Washington, Dec. 13 (JPt—The 


-Supreme Court ruled today the 
treasury does not have to continue 
to pay interest on gold bonds it 
called for redemption in advance 
of the maturity date. 


Justice Cardozo wrote the ma- 


jority decision which was read in 
his absence, because of illness, by 
Chief Justice Hughes. 


The decision was on litigation 


involving Robert A. Taft of Cin- 
cinnati, son of the late President 
and Chief Justice William Howard 
Taft; the estate of James J. Ran- 
som of Des Moines; and Arthur 
Machen of Baltimore. 


Justice McReynolds, joined by 


J ustices Butler and Sutherland, dis- 
sented to the decision in the Ma- 
chen case. 
They 
said 
that it 


"gives effect to an act of bad 
faith and upholds patent repudia- 
tion." 


:>o dissent was announced to 


the decision in the other two cases. 


Cardozo said that the secretary 


of the treasury "did not act in ex- 
cess of his lawful powers by issu- 
ing the calls without further au- 
thority from the Congress than 
was conferred by the statutes un- 
der which the bonds were issued."

ban, Shaker Heights, Ohio. 


The moment the burglar lays his 


hind on safe or cash register, the 
mechanism automatically dials po- 
lice headquarters and a phonograph- 
like device attached to the telephone 
broadcasts a predetermined hold-up 
message recorded on a disk into 
the telephone.

anism ii that the burglar does not 
know that he himself is warning 
police, since the operation of the 
alarm is silent.

Pipe Orjan Believed to 


Be of Pan'* Pipe Family 


The pipe organ, which is the larg- 


est and most powerful of wind in- 
struments, generally is conceded to 
have had as its antecedent the 
Pan's pipes, consisting o£ a series 
of hollow reeds of different lengths, 
fastened together, and played by 
blowing in each tube separately. 
The mouth organ is practically a 
Pan's pipe. The Roman's had an 
organ called the "hydraulis," m 
which water was used to equalize 
the wind pressure. The calliope 
used in circuses, which is worked 
by steam, is a kind of pipe organ, 
rotes a writer in the Indianapolis 
News. 


During the Seventeenth century 


air w=is furnished for the pipes oJ 
church organs by a series of bel- 
low s, each pair equipped with wood- 
en shoes inside of which the blower 
placed his feet, raising and lower- 
ing them alternately. 


Keys first were used in the early 


organs toward the end of the Elev- 
enth century, 16 at first and later 
32. Players of the first keyed or- 
gans were known as "organ beat- 
ers" because the large keys were 
so stiff and clumsy that they had to 
be pressed down with the fist. The 
addition of foot pedals in the Fif- 
teenth century, used for holding 
long sustained sounds similar to

The "BMrback" 


A "roorback" is a fictitious story 


or forged report, concerning a polit- 
ical candidate, circulated just be- 
fore an election, when it is too 
late to prove its falsity before vot- 
ing begins. It originated from a 
story printed in 1844 to injure the 
reputation of James K. Poll:, candi- 
date for President Just before the 
election, the "Chronicle" of Ithaca,

States in 1838," by Baron Roor- 
back. The item contained a descrip- 
tion of a slave-driver's camp and 
stated that 43 of the slaves had 
been purchased by Polk.

_ -ier papers, but the part concern-, 
ing Polk was proved to be a forg-' 
cry. The description of the camp 
had been taken from Featherston- 
haugh's "Excursion Through the 
Slaves States." There was no au- 
thor named Baron Roorback.

Ine new telephone alarm may be 


also directly connected to the police 
radio broadcasting transmitter, so 
that the message on the record is 
broadcast directly to scout cars 
which might happen to be in the 
vicinity of the burglary.

and "inhibiting" devices which are 
complicated electrical circuits with 
ingenious relays. To these are con- 
nected electrical wires that are em- 
bedded in a floor mat that is placed 
near the safe, cash register or vault 


When an authorized person is to 


go near th« safe he sets a certain 
dial and then attaches a special 
metal plate to the heel of one of his 
shoes. When so prepared, he ap- 
proaches the safe and stands on the 
mat. The plate now closes a cir- 
"uit -which operates the inhibiting de- 
vice so that it prevents the tele- 
phone alarm from broadcasting. 


Burglar Unaware. 


Or the other hand, a burglar ap 


preaching the safe who has no 
knowledge of any dial setting or 
metal plate sets into operation the 
"initiating" device which brings in- 
to play the mechanism that dials 
police headquarters and "plays" the 
record that tells that a hold-up is in 
progress. 


While all this is going on the 


burglar does not know a thing about 
it, since the telephone alarm and 
other mechanism are encased in a 
sound and tamper proof steel case 
which may not even be in the same 
room. 


Should a person be held up while 


he is handling money at the cash 
register or safe, all he need do is 
lift the heel to which the metal plate 
is attached from the pad. 
This 


breaks the "inhibiting" circuit and 
causes the initiating device to oper- 
ate the telephone alarm.
